IF LUTHER WROTE AGAIN 


Yesterday I tried to 
Imagine 
w hat M artin Luther might write, 
by way of counsel, to the Protes­ 
tan t Churches, if communication 
between 
the 
mortal 
and 
post­ 
mortal worlds were in active op­ 
eration, assum ing th at Luther had 
been watching the fortunes of the 
protesting movement* he launch­ 
ed during the generations since 
his death. 
I 
stressed 
yesterday 
the fact 
th at Protestantism needs spiritual 
Integration 
even 
more 
than 
it 
needs theological revision, but since 
there are so many who still look 
upon the periodic revision of the 
religious outlook of their ancestors 
as an impious and irreverent en­ 
terprise, I w ant today to suggest 
what I think Luther might now 
say 
to 
his 
latter-day 
followers 
about theological reconstruction. 
I think he would say th at a 
Protestantism 
that 
Insists 
upon 
stating its documents in term s of 
the 
philosophical 
and 
scientific 
outlook of his day Is not likely to 
sway 
the 
mind 
of 
the modern 
world. 
I think Luther would 
remind 
present-day Protestantism th a t he 
nailed his ninety-five theses to the 
door of the cathedral at W itten­ 
berg 
ninety-nine 
years 
before 
Galileo was tried for saying the 
earth 
was 
a moving body, 
167 
year* before Sir Isaac Newton an ­ 
nounced his law of gravitation, and 
342 years before Darwin launched 
the theory of organic evolution. I 
think Luther would smilingly re­ 
mind his latter-day followers that 


j ha called Copernicus att upstart 
‘ aatrologer and said of him, "The 
fool will overturn the 
whole 
art 
of astronomy. 
But, as Holy W rit 
declares, Joshua commanded 
the 
sun to stand still and not the 
earth.” 
I am sure he would not 
w ant hi* fololwers today to cling 
to that sort of outlook. 
He would, I think, remind his 
present-day followers th at the m a­ 
jor patterns of Protestant theo­ 
logy were drawn by men whose 
mind* were far removed from the 
spirit of modern science and from 
the knowledge of the universe and 
of man th at is now common prop­ 
erty. 
W e would w ant Protestantism 
to realize, I am sure, that we may 
appreciate the 
light 
th at 
shone 
from 
L uther 
without 
rem aining 
prisoner* of his and his genera­ 
tion’s intellectual and philosophical 
limitations. 
I think he would agree th at even 
lf religion itself were a once-for- 
all depoeit, fixed and final, 
in­ 
nocent of the possibility of growth 
and enrichment, it would still be 
strategically necessary to tra n s­ 
late Its meanings Into the thought- 
formg and language-form* of suc­ 
cessive generations in order th at 
religion might not suffer the han­ 
dicap of w hat would am ount to 
an alien tongue.

Is m anifest stupidity to insist upon

entanglem ent 
of 
religion with obsolete conceptions 
of man and nature.
